REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 86-101 (renumbered 1-16) are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claims 86 and 94, the prior art already made of record, as well as the newly cited 
references of Fish (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0107834), Henson (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2002/0065994), and Nakayama et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,725,293), 
teach similar concepts involving servo controllers and mitigating access thereto. However, none 
specifically teach, alone or in combination, all of the limitation of claims 86 and 94, when 
considered as a whole. 

Claims 87-93 and 95-101 are allowable as being dependent upon an allowable base 

claim.
